EDITOR'S NOTE - This is the third of a series on 
high school athletics. 


State associations have evolved five categories of standards to 
protect the schools, their programs, and athletes from exploi­ 
tation. This Is true to every state, even though the wording and 
phraseology Is somewhat different to each case. Very briefly, 
the five categories of standards are as follows: 
1. To protect tee welfare of the participant. This indudes 
certification of physical fitness, limiting tee number of games, 
single team participation, academic progress and the require­ 
ment that tee participant be a bona fide amateur. 
2. Certain standards are for tee purpose of maintaining 
equality of competitive opportunities. These Include tee re­ 
quirements that a participant be of secondary school age, be 
limited to a specified number of semesters of enrollment, 
be a resident of tee district in which he attends school; that 
awards be limited to those which are consistent with education 
principles; and that schools be classified for competition on an 
enrollment basis. 
3. Some rules protect the school's program. A participant Is 
restricted to participating as a member of a single school team; 
school teams may compete in competitions which are adminis­ 
tered and sponsored by educational institutions only; inter- 
scholastic athletic teams must be coached by certified teach­ 
ers; the number of tournaments in which a team representing 
a school may participate is limited; regulations for broadcast­ 
ing and telecasting; and the principal is held responsible for 
his school's athletic program. All too often tee fact that stan­ 
dards and rules are necessary to protect the school's interest 
is not realized. When it is, it may not be publicly acknowledged. 
This Is a grave mistake. Protecting the school's program is 
perfectly justifiable and reasonable. 
4. State Associations have the responsibility of providing and 
stimulating competition. Most often this Is done through the 
tournament program. State Associations also have tee re­ 
sponsibility of expanding the sports program and developing 
increased opportunities to participate. 
5. Not the least responsibility is that of insuring the program 
is conducted to a sportsmanlike atmosphere. 
Educational 
benefits are impossible if the unsportsmanlike conduct is 
tolerated. The dignity of the school program requires teat the 
competition be conducted to a sportsmanlike manner. Without 
adherence to the precepts of sportsmanship, it is impossible 
to derive the benefits which interscholastic compétition can 
provide. The reason that the associations of schools devote 
their time to officials* training programs is to Insure sports­ 
manship. 
Poor officiating causes more unsportsmanlike 
conduct than any other single aspect of the procram. Schools 
are obligated to provide the very best officiating possible. 
Incidentally, the basis of sportsmanship is all too often mis­ 
understood. The matter of sportsmanship is quite elemental. 
It Is not complicated. Only confusion results when sportsman­ 
ship is considered in other than si mole terms. Frequently there 
is a lock of sincerity in the matter of sportsmanship. Basically, 
sportsmanship depends upon three factors. The first of these is 
the requirement that the game be played according to the rules. 
This means not only the letter of the rules, but the spirit of 
the rules as well. Even the most naive understand the spirit of 
the rule. Secondly, sportsmanship demands that there be no 
alibi. Criticizing the officials is a form of alibi. Accusing 
the opponent of unfair play is another alibi. Lastly, the sports­ 
man does not gloat when he wins or plays well. He accepts vic­ 
tory as the result of his dedicated effort. To the sportsman, 
the outcome of the game or contest speaks for itself. Unfor­ 
tunately, down through the years, too many people have come 
to the belief that playing to win is unsportsmanlike. Nothing is 
further from the truth. The true sportsman and the participant 
who conducts himself in the most sportsmanlike manner, al­ 
ways strives to win fairly within the spirit of the rules and with­ 
out alibis or gloating. 
We * opeat that, as educators, it is our duty to make certain 
totersholastic athletics are used to educate both the participant 
and spectator. To do this, we need a program which is well 
conceived and appropriately administered. We must protect 
our program. We must protect the participant. We are obligated 
to protect the school's program. To do this, it is necessary that 
we frequently review our rules and regulations. We must con­ 
tinually ask ourself “What is best for the student • athlete?" 
“What is best for the program?" “What is best for the school's 
program?" 
I sincerely fear that not all of us are facing up to the respon­ 
sibilities in this area. I am of the opinion that many of us are 
taking the easy road more and more often. We relax our stan­ 
dards and excuse ourself for the failure to discharge our re­ 
sponsibility by saying that the student of today must have free­ 
dom. We lack the gumption to stand up and be counted. We 
say we believe the student-athlete should participate wherever, 
whenever, and however be wants to. This attitude will lose 
for us what others have developed through courage and sin­ 
cerity. We must maintain high standards and the student must 
know he has a responsibility, too. 
Our programs have become attractive, partially because of 
the high standards our predecessors established and main­ 
tained. We want interscholastic athletics to continue to be at 
a high level, to serve the purposes for which they are intended, 
and to provide educational opportunities which they have the 
capacity of doing. To do this, it is necessary that we protect 
the participant, that we protect the program and that we protect 
tee school. We do not today, nor ever have advocated control 
for the sake of control, but we maintain, after much thought 
about the matter, that the dignity of the school requires high 
standards and that high standards are required to do the job. 
'This is what it is all about.

At the end of the year we have 
tried to give you a summary of 
Drew Pearson's news beats. The 
job is not easy; there have been 
so many of them. This year it has 
been even more difficult because 
Jack Anderson's energetic re­ 
porting has added to their num­ 
ber. But here, briefly sum­ 
marized and by topic, are the 
major stores on which Pearson 
and Anderson have been ahead of 
the news in 1967. 
INTERNATIONAL 
You will recall that for some 
years Drew Pearson has been 
urging closer contacts between 
the American and Russian people 
and Soviet-American leaders as 
the key to peace.

event of the year was the con­ 
ference in Glassboro, N Jn be­ 
tween President Johnson and Pre­ 
mier Kosygin aimed at carrying 
out his policy. 
For more than five years Drew 
Pearson has been consistently re­ 
porting on a split in the Sino- 
Soviet camp. As early as July 
5, 1963 he had reported skir­

On Jan. 16 Secretary of De­ 
fense McNamara broke the long 
official silence on this tension 
by stating that there had been 
"serious border problems" be­ 
tween Russian and China.

On May 27 Pearson reported 
that Arab governments would be 
stampeded by anti-Israel senti­ 
ment into retaliation against the 
United States and that 
Libya 
would 
cancel the Wheelus Air 
Force base lease in Tripoli. 
Oi June 9 the Libyan govern­ 
ment notified the United States 
of the cancellation of the Wheelus 
lease. Earlier many of the Arab 
states had broken relations with 
the United States. 
On Sept. 18 Drew Pearson fore­ 
cast that Harold Wilson would 
have serious trouble with his 
own Labor Party over Vietnam 
because the House of Represen­ 
tatives had turned down a UJS. 
appropriation to buy 60 wooden 
minesweepers from England. 


On October 4, the Brmsn La­ 
bor Party voted 2,752,000 to 2,- 
633,000 against Wilson's policy 
of supporting the U. S. on Viet­ 
nam. 
On Nov. 26 Pearson and Ander­ 
son reported that the OAS was 
bogged down into a "huge bureau­ 
cracy with a $15 million budget” 
and had "fhllen into the hands of... 
Raul Betances,” who was actively 
lobbying for the Panamanian am­ 
bassador to be the new director. 
On Dec. 1 Betances was fired 
for lobbying. 
On July 23 Drew Pearson and 
Jack Anderson reported that Che 
Guevara, Castro’s No.lexporter 
of revolution, was definitely in' 
Bolivia. This was the first news 
regarding his whereabouts. 
On Sept. 22 this fact was con­ 
firmed by Bolivia's foreign min­ 
ister.

automobile industry in fixing new 
safety standards. Pearson pre­ 
dicted on Jan. 27 that he would re-­ 
sign in protest against low safety 
standards. 
On Jan. 31 the new safety re­ 
quirements were issued, con­ 
siderably modified. On Feb. 2 
Stieglitz did resign. 
As early as Oct. 4,1966 Pear­ 
son and Anderson reported that 
President Johnson was consider­ 
ing the appointment of Ramsey 
Clark to be Attorney General. 
On Oct. 24 they predicted that he, 
would get the permanent job if 
he did well as Acting Attorney 
General. 
On March 1, the President gave 
Ramsey Clark the appointment. 
On Sept. 19 Drew Pearson re­ 
ported that the confirmation of 
Commissioner Carl Bagge to the 
Federal Power Commission had 
been stuck in the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee for five months 
as a result of opposition by Sen. 
Everett Dirksen, 
R-Ql. Pear­ 
son’s reporting had the effect of 
unsticking 
Bagge’s confirma­ 
tion. On Sept. 26 he reported 
that Bagge’s 
name would 
at 
last be reported out to the full 
Senate. 
On Sept. 26 this is exactly what 
happened. 
On Dec. 5 Pearson reported 
that Arthur Goldberg, UJS. am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
was about to resign and gave de­ 
tails of his plans for resignation. 
This was followed by frontpage 
stories in the New York Times 
and the Washington Post speculat­ 
ing on his impending resignation. 
Most significant resignation of 
the year was that of Defense Sec­ 
retary Robert S. McNamara. This 
came as a surprise to most of the 
American public. As early as 
Sept. 8, however, Pearson had 
warned of the battle over Mc­ 
Namara Inside the Cabinet. He 
reported, "The top brass in the 
Pentagon and the Pacific have 
been 
doing their best to goad 
him into submitting his resigna­ 
tion." 
Pearson devoted the entire col­ 
umn to the forces working against 
McNamara, concluding: "Presi­ 
dent Johnson. . .goes out of his 
.way to praise McNamara.. .How­ 
ever. In policy matters he has 
fre<jafei)Uy 
accepted the judg­ 
ment of his generals 
and ad­ 
mirals, and as a result the battle 
between the 
military and the 
civilian chiefs of the Pentagon 
goes on.” 
Perhaps the most important 
piece of consumer legislation 
passed by the Senate this year 
has been the meat inspection bill.

CHICAGO (NEA) 
Illinois' Sen. Charles Percy, already pretty much an out­ 
sider in the 1968 Republican presidential race, seems to have 
been damaged considerably on his home grounds by the epi­ 
sode involving his close brush with enemy fire in Vietnam. 
To a lesser extent, he evidently has been nicked also by 
disclosures that a private fund has been put together to help 
him defray extraordinarily heavy senatorial expenses. 
Some Illinois sources believe the largely negative reaction 
to these matters will “blow over” and that Percy is still well- 
fixed to become Illinois' favorite son when the state’s delega­ 
tion to the GOP convention at Miami Beach meets to organ­ 
ize and shape strategy. 
One veteran Republican figure argues, however, that Percy’s 
prospects for favorite son have been dimmed by recent events 
and that the delegation might go to the convention either un­ 
pledged or. if unity appeared to require it, pledged to Sen. 
Kverett Dirksen. 
Some early responses to the word that Percy, his wife, a 
staff aide and some others had been exposed to Viet Cong 
mortar and rifle fire suggested at first that this disadventure 
might be gold in the senator's political bank. 
The tonger-rangc view, at least among Republican politi­ 
cians in this state, is that the senator's visit to Dak Son, near 
the Cambodian border, was. at best, extremely foolhardy and. 
at worst, exhibitionist. 
He is being criticized especially for going there in a hired 
helicopter without a military es ort and for taking his wife 
to a place where only a little while before the Viet Cong had 
slaughtered 175 civilians 
A photograph taken ot Percy by a magazine photographer 
who accompanied the party to Dak Son has not helped. It 
shows him with a .38 caliber revolver at the ready. An AID 
lelugee officer had tossed it to him when the firing began. 
“It was just too heroic.” grumbles an old Illinois Republi­ 
can hand. 
At year's end. Illinois is unmistakably and overwhelmingly 
a Richard Nixon state. He is heavily favored by most Repub­ 
lican leaders and by most other party people who are likely 
to wind up as delegates to Miami Beach. 
Good showings for Nixon in key primaries and elsewhere 
would surely solidify his Illinois position. But if he should 
falter. present indications are that Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California might not do nearly so well as a back-up man here 
as was thought a few months ago. He seems to have dropped. 
The only gainer appears to be Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, who was almost a villain to many Illinois Repub­ 
licans four years ago. 
Some of the same may still be heard in certain quarters. 
But sources say the negative talk has diminished and the 
‘ climate" for Rockefeller is better. 
Most astonishingly, one experienced party man says there 
is a “growing appreciation" of Rockefeller even among GOP 
professionals who favor Nixon The strong suggestion is that 
for at least a fair number of these people Rockefeller, not 
Reagan, is the likeliest fall-back candidate in Illinois.

dental filling, is an alloy of silv­ 
er, tin, and mercury. Tempera­ 
ture causes the alloy to respond 
in a 
variety of ways; heat, for 
instance, causing a deterioration 
of amalgam which can result in 
leakage around tooth fillings.

What happens now is that 
tor every economy and saving 
which is achieved, a new spend­ 
ing increase is also decided upon 
that more than counter-balances 
it. To prevent government from 
becoming all-powerful, we must 
set ourselves and keep always 
in mind the clear-cut goal of 
overall reductions in govern­ 
ment spending. This should take 
precedence over the fate or foe 
claims of any one particular 
program. 
There are some who say that 
continue ing overall reductions in 
government spending cannot be 
attained. They have already given 
up the fight for liberty and the 
Republic. 
But many 
other 
Americans not previously aware 
of the extent of foe problem have 
awakened to it as the tax bite 
from 
their paychecks grows 
steadily bigger. They can and 
will be heard if they are properly 
informed.

The American people are getting a first-hand 
view of financial “window-dressing** by the 
Johnson administration as the President and his 
Secretary of the Treasury, Henry H. Fowler, 
piously propose new curbs to back the dollar. 
Faced with the biggest balance of payments 
deficit since 1960 (estimated as $3 1/2 billion) 
the President said: 
“We cannot tolerate a de­ 
ficit that could threaten the stability of the In­ 
ternational monetary system — of which the 
U. S. dollar is the bulwark.**

ordered severe curbs on American investments 
and loans abroad and appealed to the American 
people to confine their traveling to the Western 
Hemisphere for the next two years.

EDITOR’S NOTE - This is the third of a series on 
high school athletics. 


State associations have evolved five categories of standards to 
protect the schools, their programs, and athletes from exploi­ 
tation. This is true In every state, even though the wording and 
phraseology Is somewhat different in each case. Very briefly, 
the five categories of standards are as follows: 
1. To protect the welfare of the participant. This includes 
certification of physical fitness, limiting the number of games, 
single team participation, academic progress and the require­ 
ment that the participant be a bona fide amateur. 
2. Certain standards are for the purpose of maintaining 
equality of competitive opportunities. These Include the re­ 
quirements that a participant be of secondary school age, be 
limited to a specified number of semesters of enrollment, 
be a resident of the district in which he attends school; that 
awards be limited to those which are consistent with education 
principles; and that schools be classified for competition on an 
enrollment basis. 
3. Some rules protect the school's program. A participant is 
restricted to participating as a member of a single school team; 
school teams may compete in competitions which are adminis­ 
tered and sponsored by educational institutions only; Inter- 
scholastic athletic teams must be coached by certified teach­ 
ers; the number of tournaments In which a team representing 
a school may participate is limited; regulations for broadcast­ 
ing and telecasting; and the principal is held responsible for 
his school’s athletic program. All too often the fact that stan­ 
dards and rules are necessary to protect the school's Interest 
is not realized. When it is, it may not be publicly acknowledged. 
This is a grave mistake. Protecting the school's program Is 
perfectly justifiable and reasonable. 
4. State Associations have the responsibility of providing and 
stimulating competition. Most often this is done through the 
tournament program. State Associations also have the re­ 
sponsibility of expanding the sports program and developing 
Increased opportunities to participate. 
5. Not the least responsibility is that of insuring the program 
is conducted In a sportsmanlike atmosphere. 
Educational 
benefits are impossible if the unsportsmanlike conduct is 
tolerated. The dignity of the school program requires that the 
competition be conducted in a sportsmanlike manner. Without 
adherence to the precepts of sportsmanship, it is impossible 
to derive the benefits which interscholastic competition can 
provide. The reason that the associations of schools devote 
their time to officials’ training programs is to insure sports­ 
manship. 
Poor officiating 
causes 
more unsportsmanlike 
conduct than any other single aspect of the program. Schools 
are ohligated to provide the very best officiating possible. 
Incidentally, the basis of sportsmanship is all too often mis­ 
understood. The matter of sportsmanship is quite elemental. 
It is not complicated. Only confusion results when sportsman­ 
ship is considered in other than simple terms. Frequently there 
is a lock of sincerity in the matter of sportsmanship. Basically, 
sportsmanship depends upon three factors. Tbe first of these is 
the requirement that the game be played according to the rules. 
This means not only the letter of the rules, but the spirit of 
the rules as well. Even the most naive understand the spirit of 
the rule. Secondly, sportsmanship demands that there be no 
alibi. Criticizing the officials is a form of alibi. Accusing 
the opponent of unfair play is another alibi. Lastly, the sports­ 
man does not gloat when he wins or plays well. He accepts vic­ 
tory as the result of his dedicated effort. To the sportsman, 
the outcome of the game or contest speaks for itself. Unfor­ 
tunately, down through the years, too many people have come 
to the belief that playing to win is unsportsmanlike. Nothing is 
further from the truth. The true sportsman and the participant 
who conducts himself in the most sportsmanlike manner, al­ 
ways strives to win fairly within the spirit of the rules and with­ 
out alibis or gloating. 
We . opeat that, as educators, it is our duty to make certain 
intersholastic athletics are used to educate both the participant 
and spectator. To do this, we need a program which is well 
conceived and appropriately administered. We must protect 
our program. We must protect the participant. We are obligated 
to protect the school’s program. To do this, it is necessary that 
we frequently review our rules and regulations. We must con- 
tinually ask ourself “ What is best for the student - athlete?” 
“What is best for the program?” “ What is best for the school's 
program?” 
I sincerely fear that not all of us are facing up to the respon­ 
sibilities in this area. I am of the opinion that many of us are 
taking the easy road more and more often. We relax our stan­ 
dards and excuse ourself for the failure to discharge our re­ 
sponsibility by saying that the student of today must have free­ 
dom. We lack the gumption to stand up and be counted. We 
say we believe the student, athlete should participate wherever, 
whenever, and however he wants to. This attitude will lose 
for us what others have developed through courage and sin­ 
cerity. We must maintain high standards and the student must 
know he has a responsibility, too. 
Our programs have become attractive, partially because of 
the high standards our predecessors established and main­ 
tained. We want interscholastic athletics to continue to be at 
a high level, to serve the purposes for which they are intended, 
and to provide educational opportunities which they have the 
capacity of doing. To do this, it is necessary that we protect 
the participant, that we protect the program and that we protect 
the school. We do not today, nor ever have advocated control 
for the sake of control, but we maintain, after much thought 
about the matter, that the dignity of the school requires high 
standards and that high standards are required to do the job. 
This is what it is all about.

After 44 Years With Cardinals 
Butch Gets the Full Treatment 


EDITOR'S NOTE - This is the third of a se rie s on 
high school athletics. 


State associations have evolved five categories of standards to 
protect the schools, their program s, and athletes from exploi­ 
tation. This is true In every state, even though the wording and 
phraseology Is somewhat different in each case. Very briefly, 
the five categories of standards are as follows: 
1. To protect the w elfare of the participant. This includes 
certification of physical fitness, lim iting the number of gam es, 
single team participation, academ ic p rogress and the require­ 
ment that the participant be a bona fide am ateur. 
2. Certain standards are for the purpose of maintaining 
equality of com petitive opportunities. 
These include the re ­ 
quirem ents that a participant be of secondary school age, be 
lim ited to a specified number of sem esters of enrollm ent, 
be a resident of the district in which he attends school; that 
aw ards be lim ited to those which are consistent with education 
principles; and that schools be classified for competition on an 
enrollm ent basis. 
3. Some rides protect the school's program . A participant is 
restricted to participating as a mem ber of a single school team ; 
school team s may compete in com petitions which a re adm inis­ 
tered and sponsored by educational Institutions only; Inter­ 
scholastic athletic team s must be coached by certified teach­ 
e rs; the num ber of tournam ents in which a team representing 
a school may participate Is lim ited; regulations for broadcast­ 
ing and telecasting; and the principal is held responsible for 
his school's athletic program . All too often the fact that stan­ 
dards and rules are necessary to protect the school's Interest 
is not realized. When it Is, it may not be publicly acknowledged. 
This is a grave m istake. Protecting the school's program is 
perfectly justifiable and reasonable. 
4. State A ssociations have the responsibility cf providing and 
stim ulating com petition. Most 
often this is done through the 
tournam ent program . State A ssociations also have the re ­ 
sponsibility of expanding the sports program and developing 
increased opportunities to participate. 
5. Not the least responsibility is that of Insuring the program 
Is conducted In a sportsm anlike atm osphere. 
Educational 
benefits a re Im possible lf the unsportsm anlike 
conduct is 
tolerated. The dignity of the school program requires that the 
competition be conducted In a sportsm anlike m anner. Without 
adherence to the precepts of sportsm anship, it is im possible 
to derive the benefits which Interscholastic com petition can 
provide. The reason that the associations 
of schools devote 
their tim e to officials' training program s is to insure sp o rts­ 
manship. 
Poor officiating 
causes 
m ore unsportsm anlike 
conduct than any other single aspect of the program . Schools 
a re obligated to provide the very best officiating possible. 
Incidentally, the basis of sportsm anship is all too often m is­ 
understood. The m atter of sportsm anship Is quite elem ental. 
It is not com plicated. Only confusion resu lts when sportsm an­ 
ship is considered in other than sim ple te rm s. Frequently there 
is a lock of sincerity in the m atter of sportsm anship. Basically, 
sportsm anship depends upon three factors. The first of these is 
the requirem ent that the game be played according to the ru les. 
This means not only the letter of the ru les, but the sp irit of 
the rules as well. Even the most naive understand the spirit of 
the rule. Secondly, 
sportsm anship demands that there be no 
alibi. 
C riticizing the officials is a form of alibi. Accusing 
the opponent of unfeir play is another alibi. L astly, the sports­ 
man does not gloat when he wins or plays well. He accepts vic­ 
tory as the result of his dedicated effort. To the sportsm an, 
the outcome of the game or contest speaks for itself. Unfor­ 
tunately, down through the y ears, too many people have come 
to the belief that play ing to win is unsportsm anlike. Nothing is 
further from the truth. The true sportsm an and the participant 
who conducts him self in the most sportsm anlike m anner, al­ 
ways strives to w in fairly within the sp irit of the rules and with­ 
out alibis or gloating. 
We * ^peat that, as educators, it is our duty to make certain 
lntersholastic athletics a re used to educate both the participant 
and spectator. To do this, we need a program which is well 
conceived and appropriately adm inistered. We must protect 
our program . We must protect the participant. We a re obligated 
to protect the school's program . To do this, it is necessary that 
we frequently review our rules and regulations. We must con­ 
tinually ask ourself “ What is best for the student • athlete?*’ 
“ What Is best for the program ?" “ What is best for the school's 
program ?" 
I sincerely fear that not all af us are feeing up to the respon­ 
sibilities In this are a. I am of the opinion that many of us are 
taking the easy road more and more often. We relax our stan­ 
dards and excuse ourself for the failure to discharge our re ­ 
sponsibility by saying that the student of tcxfry must have free­ 
dom. We lack the gumption to stand up and I*? counted. We 
say we believe the student. athlete should participate w herever, 
whenever, and however he wants to. 
This attitude will lose 
for us what others have developed through courage and sin­ 
cerity . We must maintain high standards and the student must 
know he has a responsibility, too. 
Our program s have become attractive, partially because of 
the high standards our 
p redecessors established and main­ 
tained. We want interscholastic athletics to continue to be at 
a high level, to serve the purposes for which they a re Intended, 
and to provide educational opportunities which they have the 
capacity of doing. To do this, it Is necessary that we protect 
the participant, that we protect the program and that we protect 
the school. We do not today, nor ever have advocated control 
for the sake of control, but we m aintain, after much thought 
about the m atter, that the dignity of the school req u ires high 
standards and that high standards a re required to do the job. 
This is what it is all about.

Viet War: Most Divisive 
U.S. Church Issue in '68

Since the future is an extension of the past, let us carefully 
note these events as highpoints in the New Year: 
1—Pope Paul VI will announce that, although many are 
asking, pleading, demanding changes in the Vatican’s historic 
position on birth control, tradition prevails. No sweeping 
alterations. 
No allowances in the regulations concerning 
abortion. Further study required concerning the Pill. Result: 
The average family will continue to make its own decisions, 
with or without approval from Rome. 
2—The war in Vietnam will become the most divisive issue 
in the churches of America. The National Council of Churches 
will be at the forefront of this debate, provoking old enemies 
and enlarging the field of controversy.

4—The World Council of Churches meets in Uppsala.

After one or two mentions, it will quietly pass away for this 
session of Congress. Religious affiliation of candidates will 
cause no flurry or alarm. Mormon Romney and Christian 
Scientist Percy do not stir up the theologians or the politi­ 
cians. It looks like a Protestant year for candidates.

DREW PEARSON’S SCOOPS FOR 
1967 
At the end of the year we have 
tried to give you a summary of 
Drew Pearson’s news beats. The 
job is not easy; there have been 
so many of them. This year it has 
been even more difficult because 
Jack Anderson’s energetic re­ 
porting has added to their num­ 
ber. 
But 
here, briefly sum­ 
marized and by topic, are the 
major stores on which Pearson 
and Anderson have been ahead of 
the news in 1967. 
INTERNATIONAL 
You will recall that for some 
years 
Drew Pearson has beer, 
urging closer contacts between 
the American and Russian people 
and Soviet-American leaders as 
the key to peace. Perhaps the 
most 
important 
international 
event of the year was the con­ 
ference in Glassboro, N J ., be­ 
tween President Johnson and Pre­ 
mier Kosygin aimed at carrying 
out his policy. 
For more than five years Drew 
Pearson has been consistently re­ 
porting on a split in the 
Sino- 
Soviet camp. 
As early as July 
5, 1963 he liad reported 
skir­ 
mishing along the 
Chinese- 
Russian border in Sinkiang pro­ 
vince. 
On Jan. 16 
Secretary of De­ 
fense McNamara broke the long 
official silence on this tension 
by stating that there had been 
“ serious border problems” be­ 
tween Russian and China. This 
was followed Jan. 30 when George 
Kennan, former UJS. ambassa­ 
dor to Russia, testified before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee that the communist bloc 
alliance between China and Rus- 
-sia was shattered beyond all re-_ 
pair. 
On Feb. 16 Drew Pearson car­ 
ried the report of a secret White 
House briefing during which Rep. 
James 
Scheuer, 
D-N.Y., 
had 
asked Secretary of Defense Mc­ 
Namara if it were not j >sibleto 
prevent 
Communist supplies 
from going south by a Maginot 
line instead of bombing North 
Vietnam. McNamara replied that 
it was quite possible. 
’ Premier Ky leaked the building 


of a Maginot line along the demili­ 
tarized zone on April 15, and it 
was announced publicly by Secre­ 
tary McNamara on Sept. 7. 
On May 27 Drew Pearson re­ 
ported that Nasser’s popularity 
was so great that even his bitter- 
est enemies, King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia and King Hussein of Jor­ 
dan, could not refuse to support 
him. 
On May 30 
King Hussein as- 
tounded the world by flying tc 
Cairo to sign a defense pact with 
Nasser. The same day the lead­ 
ers of Algeria and Morocco also 
announced support for Nasser. 
In a series of columns during 
January, 1966, 
Drew 
Pearson 
analyzed the situation in the Near 
East, predicting the survival of 
Israel despite the overwhelming 
strength of the Arab 
armies. 
Pearson 
interviewed 
Israeli 
Chief of Staff Gen. Isaac Rabin 
who described the blitz tactics 
Israel probably w ould use in case 
of war. 
During the first week of June, 
1967 
Pearson's 
predictions 
proved amazingly prophetic. 
On May 27 Pearson reported 
that Arab governments would be 
stampeded by anti-Israel senti­ 
ment into retaliation against the 
United States 
and that 
Libya 
wculd 
cancel the Wheelus Air 
Force base lease in Tripoli. 
CXi June 9 the Libyan govern­ 
ment 
notified the United States 
of the cancellation of the Wheelus 
lease. Earlier many of the Arab 
states had broken relations with 
the United States. 
On Sept. 18 Drew Pearson fore­ 
cast that Harold Wilson would 
have serious 
trouble with his 
own Labor Party over Vietnam 
because the House of Represen­ 
tatives had turned down a U.S. 
appropriation to buy 60 wooden 
minesweepers from England. 


On October 4, the Britisn La­ 
bor Party voted 2,752,000 to 2,- 
633,000 against Wilson’s policy 
of supporting the U. S. on Viet­ 
nam. 
On Nov. 26 Pearson and Ander­ 
son reported that the OAS was 
bogged down into a “ huge bureau­ 
cracy with a SI 5 million budget” 
and had “ fallen into the hands of... 
Raul Betances,” who was actively 
lobbying for the Panamanian am­ 
bassador to be the new director. 
On Dec. 1 Betances was fired 
for lobbying. 
On July 23 Drew Pearson and 
Jack Anderson reported that Che 
Guevara, Castro’s No.1 exporter 
of revolution, was definitely in" 
Bolivia. This was the first news 
regarding his whereabouts. 
On Sept. 22 this fact was con­ 
firmed by Bolivia’s foreign min­ 
ister. On Oct. 10 the 
Bolivian 
government 
released 
photos 
showing that 
Che Guevara had 
been killed. 
Another 
important 
interna­ 
tional event of the year was Pres­ 
ident 
Johnson’s trip to 
South 
America to attend a summit con­ 
ference of Latin American pres­ 
idents. You will recall that Pear­ 
son had written advance colunns 
on this general subject and prior 
to the April meeting in Punta del 
Este took a trip in March to Bo­ 
livia, Chile, Peru, Ecuador, and 
Colombia to report on the prob­ 
lems of the hemisphere. 
WASHINGTON 
Two of the most 
important 
stories coming out of Washington 
this year were the censure of Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd, D-Conn., and the 
ouster of Rep. 
Adam Clayton 
Powell, D-N.Y. Pearson’s and 
Anderson’s role 
in both these 
cases is well known. It is worth 
noting, however, that it was Pear­ 
son who published on Sept. 1,1966 
the details 
of 
Mrs. Powell’s 


trip to Washington and the fact 
that she had not received her 
salary checks. This was one of the 
majn factors leading to Powell’s 
expulsion. 
Another important 
factor in the case against him was 
the misuse of air travel cards to 
Miami en route to his vacation 
resort in Bimini. Exclusive de­ 
tails appeared in the Washington 
Merry-Go-Round on Dec.8,14and 
19. 
Pearson rolled up an impres­ 
sive record on appointments and 
resignations: 
On Jan. 24 
the Washington 
Merry-Go-Round reported that 
William Stieglitz, safety expert 
of the new National Traffic Agen­ 
cy, was the chief opponent of the 
automobile industry in fixing new 
safety standards. Pearson pre­ 
dicted on Jan. 27 that he would re-, 
sign in protest against low safety 
standards. 
On Jan. 31 the new safety re­ 
quirements were issued, con­ 
siderably modified. 
On Feb. 2 
Stieglitz did resign. 
As early as Oct. 4, 1966 Pear­ 
son and Anderson re >orted that 
President Johnson was consider­ 
ing the appointment of Ramsey 
Clark to be Attorney General. 
On Oct. 24 they predicted that he 
would get the permanent job if 
he did well as Acting Attorney 
General. 
On March 1, the President gave 
Ramsey Clark the appointment. 
On Sept. 19 Drew Pearson re­ 
ported that the confirmation of 
Commissioner Carl Bagge to the 
Federal Power Commission had 
been stuck in the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee for five months 
as a result of opposition by Sen. 
Everett Dirksen, 
R-Ql. Pear­ 
son’s reporting had the effect of 
unsticking 
Bagge’s confirma­ 
tion. On Sept. 26 he reported 
that Bagge’s 
name would 
at 
last be reported out to the full 
Senate. 
On Sept. 26 this is exactly what 
happened. 
On Dec. 5 Pearson reported 
that Arthur Goldberg, UJ>. am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
was about to resign and gave de­ 
tails of his plans for resignation. 
This was followed by frontpage 
stories in the New York Times 
and the Washington Post speculat­ 
ing on his impending resignation. 
Most significant resignation of 
the year was that of Defense Sec­ 
retary Roberts. McNamara.This 
came as a surprise to most of the 
American public. As early as 
Sept. 8, however, 
Pearson had 
warned of the battle over Mc­ 
Namara inside the Cabinet. He 
reported, “ The top brass in the 
Pentagon and the Pacific 
have 
been 
doing their best to goad 
him into submitting his resigna­ 
tion.” 
Pearson devoted the entire col­ 
umn to the forces working against 
McNamara, concluding: “ Presi­ 
dent 
Johnson. . .goes out of his 
.way to praise McNamara.. .How. 
ever, in policy matters he has 
fre<froHUy 
accepted the 
judg­ 
ment of his generals 
and ad­ 
mirals, and as a result the buttle 
between the 
military and the 
civilian chiefs of the Pentagon 
goes on.” 
Perhaps the most 
important 
piece of consumer legislation 
passed by the Senate this year 
has been the meat inspection bill. 
The first newspaper publicity on 
meat inspection appeared in the 
Washington Merry-Go-Round on 
July 17, when Pearson and Ander­ 
son reported in great detail the 
unsavory conditions in intrastate 


meat packing plants. They fol­ 
lowed up with several other col- 
umns. 
t 
. .. 
After vigorous debate in both 
houses of Congress and intense 
criticism of the column by Con­ 
gressmen, the Senate passed a 
comprehensive meat inspection 
bill during the first week of De­ 
cember. It was later adopted, 
with slight modification, by the 
House• 
Most significant news out of 
Washington as the yearl967 came 
to a close was a publication of the 
FBI transcript of the bugging of 
Fred Black’s hotel suite in the 
Sheraton Carlton Hotel. 
ACROSS THE NATION 
California - On Nov. 15, one 
week after Ronald Reagan was 
elected governor of California, 
Drew 
Pearson 
reported that 
Clark Kerr, president of the Uni­ 
versity of California, would re­ 
sign or be fired. Kerr was fired 
on Jan. 20. 
On Oct. 30 Pearson reported 
on the homosexuals on Reagan’s 
staff. 
At a press conference on 
Oct. 31 Reagan vigorously denied 
Pearson’s charges, calling him a 
liar. Pearson was subsequently 
proved correct, and Reagan pub­ 
licly admitted it. He also with­ 
drew his remark daring Pearson 
to come in California. 
Mississippi — On Feb. 5 Pear­ 
son reported that John Bell Wil­ 
liams would run for governor of 
Mississippi. 
Williams 
an­ 
nounced his intention to run on 
Feb. 11. 
On Jan. 22 Pearson reported 
that Byron de la Beckwith,twice 
tried for the ambush murder of 
Medgar Evers, NAACP 
repre- 
sentative in Mississippi, would 
run for 
lieutenant 
governor. 
Beckwith formally announced that 
he would run on February 14. 
Ohio - On July 5 Drew Pear­ 
son and Jack Anderson predicted 
that Cleveland might be the first 
major 
city to elect 
a Negro 
mayor. 
On Oct. 3 Carl Stokes, Negro 
attorney, won the 
Democratic 
nomination 
over 
incumbent 
Mayor Ralph Locher and later 
the election^ 
On May 14 
Pearson reported 
from Detroit that Mayor James 
Cavunagh had separated from 
his wife. This was emphatically 
denied by the mayor and denials 
were carried by many newspa­ 
pers. 
On Oct. 26 Mayor 
Cavanagh 
filed for a limited divorce. 
New York •• On Nov. 8 the 
Washington Merry-Go .Round re­ 
ported that Rep. Joseph Resnick, 
D-N.YH would announce for the 
Senate, opposing Sen.

Illinois’ Sen. Charles Percy, already pretty much an out- 
Mder in the 1968 Republican presidential race, seems to have 
l>een damaged considerably on his home grounds by the epi­ 
sode involving his close brush with enemy fire in Vietnam. 
To a lesser extent, he evidently has been nicked also by 
disclosures that a private fund has been put together to help 
him defray extraordinarily heavy senatorial expenses. 
Some Illinois sources believe the largely negative reaction 
to these matters will “blow over” and that Percy is still well- 
fixed to become Illinois’ favorite son when the state’s delega­ 
tion to the GOP convention at Miami Beach meets to organ­ 
ize and shape strategy. 
One veteran Republican figure argues, however, that Percy’s 
prospects for favorite son have been dimmed by recent events 
and that the delegation might go to the convention either un­ 
pledged or. if unity appeared to require it, pledged to Sen.

Some early responses to the word that Percy, his wife, a 
Htaff aide and some others had been exposed to Viet Cong 
m ortar and rifle fire suggested at first that this disadventure 
might be gold in the senator’s political bank.

Tempera­ 
ture causes the alloy to respond

instance, causing a deterioration 
of amalgam which can result in 
leakage around tooth fillings.
